THE ROGUES’ OPPORTUNITY. 
END OF THE EXTRADITION TREATY WITH ENGLAND. 
_ Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 

Wasutnoron, D. C., April 18.—The complica- 
fions arising under the Winslow extradition case 
bave reached that point where the truth may as 
well be known, which is that there is an end of the 
extradition article of the treaty of 1842 between 
the United States and Great Britain. The result 
will be that our criminals may flock to the 
shores of England by hundreds, includiog Boss 
Tweed, and England’s criminals may overrun 
the United States, with perfect and absolute im- 
munity from arrest. The importance of the case 
is almost sensationalin its character, and may 
well attract the attention of Congress. Winslew, 
the Boston forger, was subject to extradition 
to our Government by England under the treaty 
of 1842. Due application in regular form was 
made for him. The general form was the same 


as in the case of 
LAWRENCE, THE SMUGGLER. 

Lawrence was surrendered, but instead of the 
authorities putting bim on trial for the crimes 
for which he bad been extradited, the United 
States Attorney, Bliss, in New York, determined 
to try him for other offenses not recognized in 
the treaty. The English Government thereupon 
interfered, and, after the subject had been con- 
sidered in Cabinet, Attorney-General Pierrepont 
found it necessary to write some very 
severe letters to Bliss in order to prevent him 
from involvi the United States in a serious 
controversy. e English Government seems 
to bave remembered the difficulties in the Law- 
rence case, and is disposed to profit by them. 
About a week ago the Secretary of State sent 
to the Euglish Government a polite, dignified, 
but unmistakable commupication in regard to 
the Winslow affair, repeating in more earnest 
terms what had been mere suggestions in pre- 
vious dispatches. That letter has scarcely yet 
reached Kugland, and yet the State Department 
ia in receipt of dispatches from the English 
Government, which arrived here yesterday, con-

Tue elaborate computations, or rather specu- 
lations,” ofthe New York 7rihun , end the fig- 
ures (also speculative) furnished by the Wash- 
ington correspondent of Tue Curcaco Tarsoneg, 
may be based upon information far from reli- 
able.

We apprehend that the former Slave States 
will mostly be for Morton. That is all the real 
streu he will have in convention, except bis 
own State. His strength is therefore pretty sol. 
14 aw to territory. That of Plaine is less solid 
im that respect, as be will fail to carry all the 
New Eugland States, is not likely to develop 
much strength in the Middle States, and in the 
South can get but a few votes. In the North- 
west his strength will be considerable, but it 
should be remembered that where Blaine is re- 
garded most popular, Bristow already has large 
strength, and it 1s daily incrcasiog. 

The number of votes with which a candidate 
can lead off in a convention, where the contest 
is between many, is very seldom any test of his 
real et th. weak man often runs well on 
a first ballot. The strongest man is he who can 
succeed in a contest separately against each of 
his competitors, and the man to nominate at 
Cincinpati is he who is likely to develop the 
most streusta next November. 

Morton, in the National Convention, is likely 
to reach the maximum of bie stremgth on the 
first ballot. The votes cast for Coukllug, Hart- 
reoft, and Hayes, according to present indica- 
tions, wili be merely complimentary.. Blaine, 
upon a first ballot, in which he will probably re- 
ceivea larger vote than aay other person, wil 
very nearly get ai! the th that he can rally 
on any subsequent ballot. He cannot reasona- 
bly expect to draw much from the strength 
originally given to others. Morton or Briaitow 
is the strongest man in the Southern States and 
Indiana. Néxt to Hayes, Bristow is the favorite 
in Ohio. Pennsylvania, except for Hartrauft, is 


at present uncertain,—may go for Blaine or 


Bristow, or divide between them ; and New York 
is more likely to go for Bristow tbaa Blaine, or 
at least to give the former the larger share of 
her vote. 

These are, however, toa considerable extent, 
speculations, They indicate that the contest 
will eventually be between Bristow and Blame; 
that Bristow is the stronger mau, and we fully 
believe he will be. If he should not be nomi- 
nated, in our judgment a weaker man for the 
great contest will be the Cincinnati victor, one 
who in the final race to be decided by the peo- 
ple will fail by thousands of votes to receive 
the support that would have been given to Lris- 
tow. 

The growing popularity of Bristow in Itinois 
is anch as to warrant the statement thas by No- 
vember he would poll 10,000 more votes im the 
l’rairie State than would be given to the talented 
New-HMogiander, The strength of Bristow ts 
at present developing very rapidly among the 
people. He acta upon the principle that office 
should seek the man, not the man the office, In 
thie reapect he ia different from those who pull 
the wires and work up convenwons, or bave oth- 
ore to do it for them, Ile asks no man to speak, 
write, or organize for bim, and does nothiog of 
the kind himeelf, Thia course is better for him, 
a6 he in not m the hands of mere politicians and 
pinde-neokors, Who would be more apt to injure 


tuan benelit hing ie modesty commends him, 
and he has made himeelf popular by le integ 
rity, statesimanehip, and fatatul discharge of 
public duty. 

The people are realizing that Diaine now oc- 
cupies the place for which beis bost Ltted, and 
sould bea weaker men in the November con- 
reat. Mr. Dlame, as @ leader on the Republican 


side in the present Congress, has planted a good 
many thorus in the sides of Bouthern Demo- 
orate. He has dome so by agressive move- 
mente in party end pariiamentary warfare, and 
by so doing has made himeeclf popular as a party 
manager. A0 6 result of this, he has drawn to 
his support some devoted friends and ad- 
mirers. The people are caimly consider- 
ing the durability of that basis of hi 
popularity, aud to what @6xtent it mav be an 
element of permanent strength or weakness. 
Many of the reflecting men of the country be- 
lieve that, like à two-edged sword. it will cut two 
Ways—more against than for him, and cripple 
lum in the November contest. 

By a very natural transition they turn to Bris- 
tow, aud by the exercise of a little sound sense 
at once comprehend that his popularity rests 
upon a more certain foundation,—opne that has 
iu itevery clement necessary to make it per- 
manent, that will safely carry bim through asa 
victor in the great battle. 

The people want honest reform,—no were 
party or bogus work. They do not say that 
others are not, or would not be, reformers, but 
they have not taken the initiative and passed 
unscathed with a still bold front through the 
fiery ordeal, as Bnstow has. Others, with golden 
opportunities, have not stood nor do they now 
stand out and occapy the bold attitude on that 
question that Bristow does. 

The most important ciphering--a problem 
that the people and the delegates to Cincinnati 
ought to study very thoroughly—is that to be 
solved on the 7th of November. Ou that ques- 
tion we propose to take present indications and 
make afew tigures. The former Slave States 
are likely to count much more in June at Cin- 
cinvati, thau in November at the polls. Some 
are, without doubt, Republican States, but, with 
the very persuasive arguments aad influences 
that may be brought to bear to deter a numer- 
ous class of Republicans from voting their senti- 
ments, we can count very littie from that section 
with certainty. 

We will. therefore, for a moment, look at the 
darkest side of this picture, and, for the pur- 
poses of the calculation, assume that the elect- 
oral vote of the former Slave States will be giv- 
en to the Democracy. Tbe whole number of 
electoral votes will, we believe, be 369, incladiog 
Colorado, aud the successful ticket must there- 
fore receive 185. The former Slave States will 
cast 135 votes, to which we may add Del- 
aware (3) making 138, that a Democratic 
ticket will by this estimate receive against 
any ~~ competitor. The States that 
might regarded as certain to vote the 
Republican ticket, headed by any one of those 
who aspire tothe Presidency, are the five New 
England States, (leaving out Connecticut), 
Peunsyivania, Lilinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Ne and Kansas, cast- 
ing 129 votes. Some might think Massachusects 
not certain, but we think it ought to be couuted 
so. To these we add Ohio, 22, and Colorado 3. 
making 154. Indiana can de counted certain for 
Bristow or Morton, but pot for any other Repab- 
ican.

Tne meeting of four gentlemen in Cincinnati, 
in regard to certain charges made privately 
against Mr. Blaine, about which much has been 
eaid within the last few days, was not, as 
has been asserted, in the interests of 
any particular candidate, nor against any 
particular candidate. it had come to the 
knowledge of those parties that there were 


charges against Mr. Blame in the possession of 
Democrats that would be sprung if that gentile 
man should be nominated for the Presidency by 
the Cincinnati Convention, and it was to loos 
into these that the conference was heid in this 
city. There were four persons present, all Re- 
publicans. There had been correspondence pre- 
viously with Mr. Biaine with reference to the 
matter, aud he was subsequently ad- 
vised of all thas transpired at that 
meeting, and he was also furnished the names 
of the gentlemen present. The letter written 
to Mr. Blaine with reference to the meeting in 
question, and all previous correspondence, he is 
at full liberty to publish whenever he sees fit.

ALLEN AND THURMAN. 
THE OHIO DEMOCRACY’ AND THE PRESIDENCY. 
Special Correspondence of T Chéicago fit 

Cotumsvus, O., April 16.—The Hill Allen Pres- 
dential movement is limited strictly to the office 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer. Its significance is 
simply this: When the gale raised by Mr. Oly- 
mer's Committee of Investigation went sweep- 
ing through the political forest, and laid low 
some of the tallest Presidential timber belong- 
ing to the Democratic estate, there was distress 
in the Enquirer office. It was presently mani- 
fest that in the purenit for a candidate and 

anything to beat Thurman,” something must 
be done besides "balancing Pendleton and Hen- 
drickd as possibilities. At first the effort was to 
show that no disaster had befallen Mr, Pendle- 
ton, and that he still held the undying affection 
of “our people,” as the Confederates in Con- 
gress say; but, as one after another of the pub- 
lic journals came laden with obituaries of Gen- 
tleman George, it came to be accepted even in 
the Bnquirer management, as only too true that 
the great greenback-inflation advocate of bard 
money was numbered among the departed. 
Prior to these events a pretty formidable 
Pendicton movement and anti-Thurman move- 
ment had been masked for a time behind the 
name of Gov. William Allen. The old Gov- 
ernor himseif, after his retirement from the ex- 
ecutive office, was submitted to ap interviewing 
process at his home on Fruit Hill, the main re 
sult of which was to inform the world of man- 
kind that be who fu last summer's campaiga had 
promised to tive and die in the arms of the peo- 
ple, was still in the hands of our people.” De- 
feat had not dismaved him, aud years had not 
abated his natural force—-of voice and love for 
oftice. So it is fair to understand that Gov. 
Allen accepts the position of head wo the 
enumerated force opposed to the nomination of 
his nephew, Judge Thurman. 

Theie was e time when such an announce- 
ment would have meant 6 great deal more than 
itdoes now. During the great political contest 
of last year, when Gov. Allen himself conil- 
dently expected « re-clection by & me 
jority to range anywhere from 000 
to 100 000, aud when bie adherents 
fully showed his most sanguine expectations, 
it was no unusual thing to dee him greeted both 
in public aid im private aa the neat President 
of the United Mtates.” And, indeed, the oid, 
white-paired chieftain of so many faithful ro- 
tainors did seem to the observer to carry under 
his bat a pretty fair aseortment of Presidential 
pownibilities, tle nada history, a fair revord aa 
a bub man, bad associated with mon of na 
tional renown when in the Senate of the United 
Mtaten, seemed to the young mon of his party to 
have come down to oe from es former generation 
An something ots amen of the giants that 
lived iu those days, tle was a Granger, withal, 
aud bad a kuack of getting away with the imayi- 
nations of his Granger friends, It lovked as 
though he had only to realize a moderate returo 
on bis investment of expectations as to the Oc- 
tober election by being elected by even a smal! 
majority to come immediately to the front as the 
Democratic candidate for 18710. 

But,as all the world knows, that pampaigu end- 
ed disastrousiy for him. it may as Well be 
added, ended him. The Democracy of Obi are 
able to do their share of foolish things, but 
they will not be so foolish as to go into the St. 
Louis Convention with Mr. Allen as their candi- 
date. They will want a candidate who can give 
assurance either of bis ability to carry Ohio, or 
of his standing with the farty in some Northern 
States where the result of the vote in November 
will have a controlling ſufluenco on the general 
result, and itis plain enough that Gov. Allen 
does not answer either of these requirements. 

Meanwhile the tice of Democratic sentiment 
has turned more towards Judge Thurman of 
late, and his friends are already able to make 
a pretty formidable showing ef strength. 
The calamity which overtook Mr. Pendleton was 
a shock to the @Memocratic opponents of Judge 
Thurman in Obie, from which they will not 
easily recover. Prior to that affair it was an 
open secret that some of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legisiature, who in the pre- 
vious General Assembly had voted for 
Thurman’s re-election to the Senate, were now 
bitterly opposed to him, and indeed expressed 
their regret that they had not chosen Mr. Len- 
dieton instead. It is unlikely that many of 
them would now care te admit that they thought 
this only two montis ago. : 

It is plain that the friends of Judge Thur- 
man bave an advantage from all this. When the 
Central Committee met some weeks since to fix 
the time for holding the State Convention, it 
was already apparent that Seuator Thurman's 
fortunes were reviving, and I found the most 
cordial and intelligent veterans of the party— 
men who had come here ag outside, but inter- 
ested, spectators—strong in the belief that. be- 
fore the meeting of the St. Louis Convention, 
Ohio would present a solid front for Thurman. 

There are, however, some conditions that the 
friends of the Senator will do well not to ignore 
in their calculations. Prominent under this 
head is the ambition for leadership’ which 
characterizes one or two recent comers | 
into the Democratic camp. Thereis a life-and- 
death struggle here for the position of recog- 
nized leader. The success of the party on the 
financial plank of 1875 would have given Gen. 
Tom Ewing, Jr., that prestige. Sam Carey would 
have disputed the claim in vain. CO ise 
demagogue who utiers what he thinks will in- 
fiuence bis hearers, without regard to facts or 
principles. Ewing believesin the omnipotence 
of Government as a creator of values, aud speaks 
from a conviction of this sort grafted, as it were, 
into an old Whig stock. He is more dangerous 
to the success of true principles of political 
economy, because he knows nothing about them, 
aud has all the zeal of a crusader for that which 
is false. It is neediess to say that he bas a con- 
siderabie folowing, aud that even the cohesive 
pores of a great and usually controlling deaue 

or party success may not be able to prevent 
such a demonstration on this account at St, 
Louis as shall waterially weaken the moral force 
of Senator Thurman's support. 

Still further, the Senator's cause has been 
damaged in the hauds of his immediate frieuds 
who detest the whole miserable business of 
committing the Demovratic party to a policy of 
foreed government loans in time of peace, by 
the wide distribution of circulars in which, as 
they say, Mr. Thurman commends himself to 
the approbation of the Western racy by 
siaiming to be himself a supporter of Mr. Pen- 
dleton’s doctrine. and refers to Mr. Pendleton for 
contrmation of this statement. Whether this 
in anything but a misapprehension of the letter

According to general expectation, Presi- 
dent Grant has vetoed the bill reducing the 
salary pertaining to the Presidential office 
from $50,000 to $25,000 per annum. He 
could do no less, in justice and consistency, 
after having approved the law making the 
increase. The salary of $50,000 is none too 
large for the President of the United States.

The vote polled yesterday for Mr. Tuouas 
Horne for Mayor raises a new and, im- 
portant question on the subject of the suc- 
cession to Col. The charter provides that 
when a vacancy exists in the office of Mayor 
it shall be filled at the next regular election 
for city officers; but when the unexpired 
term of the office is less than a year the 
vacancy shall be filled by the Common 
Council, who shall elect one of their own 
number to serve out the remainder of the 
term. It has been earnestly urged that, there 
being no election for Mayor, the new Com- 
mon Council would have the power to elect 
one of their own number Mayor, and in 
several wards gentlemen were voted for as 
Aldermen with a special view to their fitness 
for the office of Mayor. It is now under- 
stood that Mr. Horw will claim to have been 
elected Mayor, and the grounds of the claim 
are: (1) That avacancy existed by the adop- 
tion of the new charter, which provided that 
the persons then in office should continue 
to act until the next election for city officers. 
(2) That a vacancy existing, it was the right 
of the people to elect a person to fill such 
vacancy at the next election, there being 
more than a year unexpired of the term. (3) 
That the failure of the Common Council, or 
of the City Clerk, or of all other officers, to 
call such election for Mayor, or to give notice 
thereof, cannot defeat the right of the people 
to hold such on at the time prescribed 
by law, and such election is as valid as if 
such notice had been given. (4) That the 
election having been duly held, it becomes a 
fact, and no refusal by the judges of election 
to make returns, or of the Common Council 
to canvases such returns, can invalidate such 
election or defeat the popular action. These 
—and there may be other points—are to be 
relied on as sustaining the claim of Mr. 
Horne to be the duly-elected Mayor, and, if 
the existence of a vacancy at all is a legal 
fact, the claim is otherwise a strong and 


THE ELECTION. 

The election yesterday resulted in the 
choice of the Republican candidates for city 
officers, except for City Treasurer, Mr. 
Ouintow Buicos, the Democratic candidate 
for that office, having a very decided ma- 
jority. 

The vote for Mayor was not reported from 
all the precincts, some of the judgos assum- 
ng that to do so would invalidate the eleces 
tion. The Republican tickets were mostly 
printed with a blank for Mayor; this was 
done lest some person might claim Horner's 
election as a Democrat. Other persons 
thought that it was useless to vote for Mayor, 
no election having been called for that office. 

The result of the election may be consid- 
ered a peaceful revolution of the City Gov- 
ernment. The new Council will contain 
many of dhe best citizens and most experi- 
enced business men of Chicago. The Board 
will be mostly composed of new men. Of 
those who voted to continue Corvin in office, 
but very few have been re-elected. The new 
Council will be strongly in favor of reform, 
and as strongly opposed to Corlvm, and in 
favor of his ejection from office. Party 
lines were completely ignored, and the inde- 
pendent voter vigorously exercised his privi- 
leges in every ward. In some wards, as in 
the First and Second, the respectable citi- 
zens of both parties united on the same 
Aldermanic ticket with admirable success. 
At the time this page goes to press we have 
not the full returns of the Aldermanic vote, 
but enough is known to justify the assertion 
that the power of the criminal class is broken, 
and their representatives in the next Council 
will be a small munority. 

The result of the election is very encourag- 
ing. It shows what the people can do when 
they make an effort. The result of the vote 
in the First Ward is of itself a great victory ; 
it destroys the power of the infamous gang 
which has exercised such a corrupting influ- 
ence on the general politics of the city. Tak- 
ng it altogether, the people of Chicago may 
rejoice heartily over yesterday's work at the 
polls.

Whenever the New York World gets hard 
up for a subject for editorial comment, it 
takes up Chicago and pitches into her. Hav- 
ing recently discovered the quashing of 
the indictment in the case of the al- 
leged incendiary, Nronolas STaapeEn, it 
make that the theme for half a column of in- 
discriminate abuse of Chicago with reference 
to its exposure to fire,—the same old subject 
upon which it has been harping ever since 
1871. It is noticeable however, in this in- 
stance, that the World admits that “her 
citizetts are entitled to due credit for all they 
have done to reduce the physical hazard of 
-Tisks in that city,” and Chicago has done 
much.” Having been compelled to acknowl- 
edge this, it has now commenced a fresh 
line of attack, and charges that Chicago has 
done nothing to reduce the moral hazard.” 
This is cool. Will the World tell us what 
New York has done in the way of reducing 
the moral hazard of risks in that city, and 
what per cent of incendiaries are arrested 


and punished? Having done this, then will 


the World inform us what New York has 
done towards reducing ‘‘ physical hazards / 
Ouly a short time ago the hotels of that city 
were officially pronounced to be fire-traps. 
Have they been made secure? In the recent 
large fire in New York, which was trivial as 
compared with our eonflagration, it was 
found that the water-supply was insufficient. 
Have any steps been taken to increase it? At 
the same fire it was discovered that the Fire 


Department was improperly organized, and 


that the condition of discipline was simply 
disgraceful. What has been done to remedy 
these physical hazards? Will the Worjd an- 
swer these questions, and answer them satis- 
factorily, before it proceeds any further with 
its unjust abuse of this city? When the 
Worid can show that New York is better or 
even as well protected against fire as Chica- 
go, it will be pertinent to criticise the latter. 
At present, however, such criticism is sim- 
ply impertinent. 


COLVIN’S FUNDAMENTAL ERROR. 

Instead of giving any valid reason for re- 
fusing to accede to the popular demand for 
his resignation, the Ad Interim merely 
availed himself of the opportunity to attack 
ex cathedra the administration of his prede- 
cessor. The basis of ColLvrs's letter to the 
Committee is found in the following sen- 
tence : | 0 

In November, 1873, I was elected by a majority of 
over ten thousand (10,000) to the office I now hold by 
the euffrages of the people, irrespective of party, who 
had become heartily disgusted with the administration 
of affairs by Mr. MEDILL, 

The obvious answer to this, in connection 
with the demand of the people of Chicago 
that Conv shall refire, is that the satisfac- 
tion or dislike of the people with the pre- 
vious administration is in no sense responsi- 
ble for the contempt in which Coxvgn’s ad- 
ministration is now held, and that the large 
majority by which he was elected only serves 
to confirm the completeness of the reaction 
which now prompts a larger majority to de- 
mand his resignation. As to the position 
Colym now occupies before the people of 
Chicago, the plea he makes in his letter is 
entirely irrelevant, and it attests his inability 
to justify his moral or legal claim to cling to 
an Office eighteen months beyond the time 
for which he was elected. — 

But Col vix's letter serves at least to bring 
to the surface the fundamental error of his 
administration, viz.: a misconception of the 
will of the people in voting him into office 
on the issue presented in the fall of 1873. 
There was but one issue in that election, and 
that was whether or not the old Sunday or- 
dinance should be retained or repealed. The 
people voted that it should be repealed. 
But Corvin, true to his own instincts, in- 
ferred that the people had also voted a free 
license to the gamblers, pgpstitutes, pimps, 
confidence men, bunkoists, Mock auctions, 
Peter Funk establishments, and the loafers, 
shoulder-hitters, roughs, and all other crim- 
inal classes. He extended to these people 
the freedom of the city, and Chicago has 
been overrun with them ever since. 6 has 
gone even further, and given these classes 
a dominating influence in local politics, 
whereby the ballot-box has been corrupted, 
the honest voters disfranchised, and the 
tax-payers plundered. That the people in 
voting for the repeal of the Sunday ordi- 
nance did not vote for the repeal of all the 
laws against the criminal and dangerous 
classes is now manifest in their demand that 
Coivin, having extended these clas¥es free 
license, shall abdicate his usurped power of 
continuing the same vicious and disreputable 
policy. 

As to CoLvix's allegation that the people 
of Chicago by a majority of 10,000 were 
‘* heartily disgusted with the administration 
of affairs by Mr. Mom, such an inference 
is searcely warrantable from the fact that 
there was a majority of 10,000 in favor of re- 
pealing the Sunday ordinance. The Mayor 
was an executive, not a legislative, offi- 
cer. It was the Mayor's duty to enforce the 
laws as he found them; he could neither 
make nor repeal them. He could not with- 
out violating his oath enforce some of them 
and refuse to enforce others, according to his 
own preference or the preference of other 
persons. It was as much his duty to compel 
the observance of the Sunday ordinance as of 
the ordinance against gambling. He enforced 
both, as was his sworn duty. The prohibi- 
tion of the sale of liquor on Sunday was en- 
acted twenty years previous to that time, 
so that he was in nowise responsible 
for its origin. He had no discretion, 
as an executive officer, in the ma- 
ter. He could not enforce it as 
against one class and not against another. 
The Mayor's bill“ went into force on 
July 1, 1872, and it threw upon the Mayor 
the whole responsibility of enforcing the 
city laws and ordinances. The city was 
crowded with tens of thousands of new- 
comers, attracted by the demand for labor to 
rebuild the city, and many of them were the 
same class of roughs, and gamblers, and 
thieves who flocked into the city subse- 
quently at Col vrx's invitation. Any laxity 
in the execution of the laws would have sub- 
jected the city at that critical period to serious 
dangers of life and property. 

Every saloon-keeper, in taking his license 
from the city, had entered into a contract, 
with the guarantee af two sureties in the 
penal sum of $500, not to sell liquor on 
Sunday. The Mayor simply required from 
them the fulfillment of their part of this con- 
tract. He could do no less without violating 
his oath to enforce the laws. 

But the disgust of the people with Co- 
viIn’s administration, which prompts them to 
unite with one accord and without political 
distinctions in demanding his retirement, is 
not because he has enforced the laws, but be- 
cause he has not enforced them. With equal 
power and equal responsibility he has as- 
sumed the right of setting aside not merely 
the Sunday ordinance, which was repealed in 
deference to a vote of the people, but also 
the ordinances which were not repealed. He 
has failed to execute the laws against the 
criminal classes, but has preferred to use 
them asa political element for stuffing the 
ballot-boxes and prolonging his official term. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, with more 
zeal than discretion or knowledge, pretends 
to rush to the defense of Mr. Brame with 
an attack on the editor of the Cincinnati 
Gazette and the editor of - Tux Cutcaco Ta- 
ung for conspiring to break down Mr. Bram 
as a Presidential candidate! If the G.-D. 
had consulted either the interests or wishes 
of Mr. Bianrg, we are persuaded that it would 
not have printed so foolish an article, for no 
one knows better than Mr. Fran its ab. 
surdity and falsity. The trouble with the 
G.-D. is that whieh not infrequently happens 
in newspaper offices,—it undertook to give 
the public information about a matter of 
which it knew absolutely nothing itself. To 
quiet its apprehensions, and spare it from 
new errors about this subject at least, we 
can assure it that the so-called conference 
between the Cincinnati editor and the Chica- 


go editor was not for the of consid- 
ering the seandal printed in the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, and much less of devising means for 
making that scandal public; that, so far as 
Mr. Buarxe waseoncerned, it developed the 
most friendly interest in him; that he was 
fully informed of the discussion as far as it 
related to him ; and that it was primarily in 
the interest and for the good of the Repub- 
lican party. As long as men conspire fairly 
te that end, the —— certainly 
ought not to complain about it.

THE LATEST PACIFIC RAILROAD JOB. 

The managers of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road and of the Central Pacific Railroad (the 
latter including the Western Pacific) have 
before Congress an extraordinary proposi- 
tion,—extraordinary even in the history of 
Pacific Railroad legislation. These roads re- 
ceived from the United States bonds, the ac- 
count of the principal and interest of which, 
on April 1, 1876, stood as follows :

These Companies also received a donation 
of land equal to 12,800 acres per mile for the 
whole length of the respective roads, as fol- 


lows :

The Companies now offer to Congress that 
the United States shall take all the land thus 
granted west of the 100th degree and the 
State line of California. The Union Pacific 
proposes to retain all the land between the 
Missouri River and the 100th degree, a 
distance of about 200 miles; the rest it asks 
the Government to take back. The Central 
Company offers to reconvey to the United 
States all the lands lying in the State of 
Nevada and the Territory of Utah. 

The amount of land proposed to be re- 
turned to the United States by the Central 
Company (including the Western Pacific 
Company) is 20 sections per mile for 609 
miles, or 7,795,200 acres. The amount to be 
returned by the Union Pacific Company is 
20 sections per mile för 833 miles, or 
10,642, 400 acres. Both Companies ask that 


they be allowed for this land at the rate of 


$2.50 per acre. The land taken by the sev- 
eral Companies for town sites, stations, shops, 
and other purposes, or sold by the 
Company, is to be deducted at the same price 
per acre. The offer, however, substantially 
is to sell the land granted to the Company 
back to the United States at the rate of 
$32,000 per mile of the road from the Cali- 
fornia State line to the 100th degree. 

The bond subsidy to the Central (including 
the Western Pacific) was at the average rate 
of $32,000 per mile, and to the Union Pacific 
at the average rate of $26,316 per mile. This 
amount was sufficient to build the whole 
road, The Companies had issued their own 
first-mortgage bonds to an equal sum, and 
the Government bonds were clear profit, and 
were divided up as spoils among the Ring. 
They now propose to sell back the land to 
the Government at the rate of $32,000 per 
mile. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company offer 
to sell back 10,642,400 acres of land at $2.50 
per acre, amounting to $27,006,000, and the 
Central Pacific offer to sell back 7,795,200 
acres at the same price per acre, amounting 
to $19,488,000, these sums te be credited to 
the respective Companies on the books of 
the Treasury, and to bear interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent until such time as the principal 
and interest compounded shall equal the sum 
of the bonds and the accrued interest; and 
after that date the respective Companies are 
to be forever discharged from any further 
liability for such bonds and ixterest. 

The Central Company offer in addition to 
pay into the Treasury semi-annually a sum 
of money to be added to the sinking fund 
created by the proceeds of the lands, the in- 
terest on the whole to be compounded. The 
offer of the Union Pacific Company is sub- 
stantially the same. It would take but a few 
years for the fund thus created to extin- 
guish the whole liability of the latter Com- 
pany. 

This proposition is se bold that its very 
éffrontery staggers criticism ; and the ques- 
tion arises, Hy these Companies offer to sell 
the land to the Government at $2.50 per acre, 
when by demanding $5 per acre they would 
extinguish their whole debt immediately, and 
have a handsome sum of nearly twenty 
millions of dollars due to them from the 
United States. It would cost these Compa- 
nies but a fraction more to have Congress 
allow them $5 per acre than it will to have 
Congress make the purchase at $2.50 per 
acre, or to make the purchase at all. 

It may be not out of place to say just here 
that West of the 100th degree of longitude 
the lands are worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses, and, except for town gites near water- 
courses, with an occasional deposit of coal, 
they are not worth 50 cents an acre for pro- 
ductive uses. 


THE GREAT MERCHANT'S SUCCES£ORS. 

It is now definitely settled that the vast es- 
tate of the late A. T. Stewart passes under 
the eontrol of Judge Henry HILrox, partly 
as agent and partly as owner, the widow 
having given him full power of attorney to 
manage her own estate, and having assigned 
for the consideration of $1,000,000 all her 
late husband’s interest in the business of A. 
T. Stewart & Co. The details of the as 
signment show that for this consideration 
the widow transfers all her right, title, claim, 
and interest to all the property belonging to 
the late firm of A. T. Stzwarr & Co. wher- 
ever situated and of whatever kind. This 
includes, in addition to the store in New 
York City, the stores in other cities in the 


. United States and Europe, fourteen mills, 


the improvements at Garden City, L. 
I., the Grand Union Hotel at Sara 
toga, . the. carpet-mills at Glenham, 
N. T., and other property, but does 
not include any real estate in the City of New 


York. As the particular consideration for | 


this somewhat unique transfer, the assign- 
ment states that it is made to carry out the 
wishes of Mr. Stewart, so that the business 
may continue as if he were living, and that 
his unexecuted arrangements and contracts 
may be completed. The transfer was made 
on the 14th inst., and on the same day the 
new co-partnership was formed between 
Henry Huron and Win Lux, under 
the firm name of A. T. Srrwanr & Co., for 
the purpose of conducting a general mercan- 
tile business in the City of New York, and in 
the Cities of Boston, Philedelphia, Paris, 
Lyons, Manchester, Bradford, Nottingham, 
Belfast, Glasgow, Berlin, Chemnitz, and 
elsewhere in the United States, and in the 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and on 
the Continent of Europe and other foreign 
countries.” 

In pursuance of these arrangements, the 
great business has gone on without stopping, 
just as if Mr. Srewanr were alive, dnd will 
continue so to do, and from the fact of a be- 


quest of a million of dollars by Mr. Stzwart 
to Judge Hmron, and his payment of that 
sum to Mrs. Srewart, the arrangements 
were unquestionably made by Mr. Srmewaat 
before his death. It would have been a im- 
pler transaction for him to haveleft Mrs. 
Stewart a sum outright, sufficient for her 
wants, and her dowry, and then bequeathed™ 
the business outright to Mr. Hiuron; but in 
making his wife the devisee and legatee of 
the property, there was at least a courteous 
and delicate recognition of her. All that re- 
mains now, however, of A. T. Stzwakrr is 
his name upon the sign-boards and bill-heads. 
The vast property has gone into other hands. 
Other heads must now plan and exe- 
oute, and the huge profits flow into new 
channels. Whether the business will be ad- 
ministered any more judiciously or whether 
its income will be used more beneficently re- 
mains to be seen. There is an indefinite an- 
nouncement that Mr. Srrwarr had charita- 
ble schemes under eontideration, and that 
they will be carried out to completion as he 
intended. Time will tell whether this is to 
be so. At present Mr. Srxwanr's name is 
attached to no great charity, to no project 
for the amelioration of the condition of man- 
kind. His great business has been left so 
that it is his only monument, and on it he has 
written his name without further panegyric. 
It is fortunate, however, that this business, 
although conducted for personal profit, 
is in itself a compulsory charity. It gives 
employment to many thousands of people, 
supports them and their families, and thus 
indirectly contributes to the general store of 
happiness and prosperity of the country, and 
the poorest one of all these thousands is 
richer to-day than A. T. Stewart. Such a 
vast business as this is in some sense a na- 
tional institution, and from this point of 
view Judge Hizton has accepted not alone 
great opportunities for profit, but also great 
responsibilities, in the treatment of which he 
will be very closely watched by the whole 
public. Heretofore although he was Mr. 
Srewart’s factotum, he was irresponsible, 
except to Mr. Stewart. Now he is placed in 
a position where, he can make or unmake 
himself with equal facility. 


CHEAP MONEY AND LOW INTEREST. 

The recent convention of shinplaster advo- 
cates held in this city gave an opportunity 
for the presentation of some of the theories 
of that absurd party, and of the reasons by 
which they are supported. Mr. James Bo- 
CHANAN, of Indiana,—the prospective scrip 
candidate of the party for President,—in a 
long argument, thus expressed himself on the 
subject of low rates of interest : 

First ia the specie-payment bank, one of the most 
ingenious methods to rob labor that was ever devised. 
The contest to-day is between Government issue direct 
and the monopoly of the same paper-money by bank- 
ing mnatitutions. The contest that is now upon you 
and that you must decide and express within the com- 
ing eight months is as to whether you will have this bet- 
ter currency at a low rate interest or whether you 
will pay to these corporations a high rate of interest. 
The only question is hew you will have this paper- 
money issued. and what it shall de. The contest is be- 
tween the greenback and the bank-note. 

It will be noted that che bank-note which 
is exchangeable for coin on demand is pro- 
nounced the most ingenious of all methods 
to rob labor,” and as a substitute for such 
notes it is proposed to issue paper-money by 
the Government. The Government paper- 
money is not redeemable by the Government. 
It can only be exchanged at the grocery, the 
meat market, the dry goods store, and the 
broker’s office, for just so much groceries, 
meat, dry goods, or gold, as the grocer, butch- 
er, merchant, or broker will give for it. The 
value of the paper dollar is measured by the 
amount of gold coin obtainable in exchange 

for it. The wholesale grocer who has to pay 
tor his sugar in gold sells his sugar to the 
retail grocer at such prices in green- 
backs as will enable him te con- 
vert those greenbacks into gold, adding 
thereto a large margin for fluctuations. 
The consumer pays both the depreciation 
and the margin out of his wages. If we had 
specie-paying banks, whose notes were ex- 
changeable for coin, then those bank-notes 
would purchase as much sugar as the same 
amount of coin would do. A man working 
at $1.50 per day would soon discover whether 
the specie-paying bank-note or the irredeem- 
able greenback robs labor. A week's wages 
in greenbacks will purchase the equivalent of 
$7.65 in groceries or other merchandise, 
while the specie-paying bank-notes will pur- 
chase $9 worth of the same articles. Count- 
ing the days of labor at 312 in a year, the 


annual wages will amount to $468, and if | 


paid in specie-paying bank-notes will pur- 
chase the equivalenis in yards, or pounds of 
merchandise, to that amount, while, if this 
sum of wages be paid in irredeemable Gov- 
ernment paper-money, it will purchase at the 
rate per pound and yard the equivalent of 
only $397.80. Whichform of currency is it 
that robs labor”? 

Expectant-President Bucuanan tells the 
country that within the next eight months 
must be decided whether there shall be a na- 
tional currency at a low rate ef interest 
or a bank currency “ at a high rate of inter- 
est.” Mr. Bucuanan evidently, when he ven- 
tures beyond the ordinary clap-trap of paper- 
money logic, finds himself wading in water 
too deep for him. Interest isa matter not 
dependent upon the fact whether money is 
issued by the Government or the banks. 
Money in fact is but a means of exchange. 
A loan of money, substantially and practical- 
ly, is a loan of the property to purchase which 
the money is obtained. The money serves 
merely to facilitate the transaction. A man 
wants to purchase hides and lacks the 
money ; he borrows the money from a man 
who has no hides and then pur- 
chases the hides. The man who lends 
the money asks and the borrower pays such 
rate of interest as can be obtained for the 
same money loaned to other parties. To all 
loans there is a lender as well as a borrower, 
but Mr. Bucnanan thinks that the lender is 
a cipher in the transaction. He says the 
people must decide whether they will pay 
banks a high rate of interest or have a Gov- 
ernment currency at a. low rate of interest. 
He fails to explain who is to jend the Gov- 
ernment currency. Are the banks to lend it? 
Is there to be a missionary body intent upon 
‘the amelioration of the condition of borrow- 
ers, who are to carry the greenbacks around 
the country to lend them at a low rate of in- 
terest? Who is to lend the money? Who 
is it that is to be able to disregard the market 
price for the hire of money as to ‘place 
it at a low rate of interest”? What is a 
low rate of interest? Is it sight, 7, 6, 4, 3, 
or 1 per cent. 

The only possible explanation off Mr. 
Bucuanan’s and the paper-money party's 
outgivings as to lending paper-money is that 
the Government is to lend as well as make 
the money. It must be remembered that this 
party no longer proposes to issue notes or 
promises to pay; it has gone past that point. 
It proposes to issue “money” instead of 
notes; money instead of promises to pay

We, how- 
ever, think Mr. Bucnanan must have 
very immature ideas upon the subject 
of rates of interest. Money itself has a 
value equivalent to what it will buy. If 
$500 in gold will buy 100 barrels of flour, 
and $500 in paper-money will buy only 75 
barrels of flour, then the loan of . $500 in 
gold at 6 per cent interest is in fact a lower 
rate of interest on the equivalent value of 
the loan than the loan of the $509 of paper- 
money at 5 percent. If Mr. Bochaxax can 
succeed in having paper-money reduced to 60 
cents on the dollar, the man who borrows it 
at 44 per cent will pay a higher rate of inter- 
est on the value received than if he paid 6 
per cent on the same number of dollars in 
gold. The value of greenbacks may be 
run down to as low as 20 cents on 
the dollar, and the borrower who 
will take it at 2 per cent per an- 
num interest will pay as high inter- 
est on the actual value received as if he 
had borrowed an equal number of gold dol- 
lars at 10 per cent interest. The theory of 
low rates of interest is inseparably connected 
in the minds of these people with an abun- 
dance of cheap money—a supply that can be 
increased by merely putting the printing- 
press in operation. They overlook the fact 
that money has a value only to the extent 
that it represents property. How much 
wheat, iron, or gold will the money buy; 
and as what is called money declines in 
value, then interest on its use increases 
portionately. We submit to these people 
that as there is such a thing as money too 
abundant and too cheap, so there may be 
such a thing as an excessive charge for in- 
erest at a nominally low rate. 
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GRAIN PROSPECTS. . 

Contrary to the expectation of a great 
many people, the markets for flour and grain 
have recently taken a decidedly upward turn, 
owing to an improved demand. All through 
the winter, and so much of the spring as has 
already elapsed, it was argued that the stocks 
of flour and wheat in England, and at the 
principal points of accumulation in the Unit- 
ed States, were so large as to necessitate a 
fall in prices when the opening of navigation 
should permit a general forward movement 
towards the consuming markets of the world. 
But, at present, the case is just the reverse. 
A good demand has sprung up, in spite of 
the large stocks, which have not yet been 
much reduced; and the shipping movement 
bids fair to open up briskly when the open- 
ing of the Straits of Mackinaw is announced, 
which cannot be much longer deferred. 

There is undoubtedly some speculation in 
the demand. People do not buy whole car- 
goes of grain with the intent to eat it them- 
selves. They buy to sell to others, and 
would not do so without the prospect of a 
profit. But so far as can be ascertained, the 
demand is of that kind usually called legiti- 
mate—the grain is actually wanted for oon- 
sumption. Large purchases are now being 
made for the supply of intérior points, in 
addition to that for Europe, which bids fair 
to be steady and persistent, at least into the 
month of July. The prospect now is that, 
with light receipts till after the planting sea- 
son is over, the rather large stocks at West- 
ern points of accumulation will be reduced 
to a small volume, making the summer for-

THE NEW DEAL. 

THE FIRST MUNICIPAL ELECTION 
under the new charter came off yesterday, and 
attracted a great deal of attention. The day 
was a lovely one, and a large vote was polled, 
though not so great as that cast at the election 
last fall. Generally speaking, it was conducted 
in a very orderly manner. There were, bow- 
ever, some instances of iawlessness, noticeably 
in the Sixteenth Ward, where, in one precinct, 
half-a-<dozen fights occurred during the after- 
poon. There was much less fraudulent voting 
than usual. In the Tenth Ward (the old 
Eleventh), Alderman White was re-elected by 
the votes of the inmates of the Bethel Home, 
for which, it is alleged, he paid à round price. 
In the Eighteenth Ward, the Corcoran gang did 
some repeating, and shoved ip a few fraudulent 
votes, but they worked very quietly, and were 
much less blatant and offensive than on former 
eccasions. 

The Republican city ticket, with the exception 
of one candidate has been elected by a large 
majority. He failed on account of his personal 
unpopularity. Hie successful opponent is an 
old resident, and has long been indentified with 
the mercantile and manufacturing interests of 
the city. In the matter of choosing Aldermen, 
the Republicans have been eminently successful. 
Few of the old members of the Council have 
been re-elected. In some of the wards the best 
candidates on both tickets have been chosen. 
There has been a new deal, and it the 
speedy downfall and retiremeut from the cares 
of office of the Usurper, whose maladministra- 
tion has for so long a time been a stench in the 
nostrils of our citizens.

HOW THE DAY PASSED OVER. 
THE FIRST WARD. 

The general expression of opinion sabeut 
the election yesterday was, as far as the 
Fust Ward was concerned, summed up in the 
semark, ** This is a bad day for the Irish.” There 
was in this no element of contempt for, or feel- 
ing against, a race or nation, but simply a sum- 
ming up of the idea that the splendid weather 
would draw out all the better ciass of voters, 
and give them a chanoe as against the bummers. 
The feature of the day was its quiet and ‘free- 
dom from trouble in all the precincts.

bent, and Democratic candidate for re-election, 
on the same principle that Michael Keeley set 
up his little shop last fall.

Their presence completed the cosmopolitan 
character of the assemblage, which was com- 
posed of representatives from England, Ireland, 
Scotland,. Africa, Germany, France, Poland, 
China, and Norway. ‘The aboriginal race of 
North America was represented by two splendid 
specimens in a neighboring cigar store. The 
two Chinamen, as they gaz curiously at the 
hole through which the voters handed in their 
ballots, unconsciously became the centre of 
a crowd of bummers, who suggested to 
them the ropriety of voting the 
Democratic et. The Chinamen examined 
the bailots quite carefully, folded them up 
neatly, — them in thew pockets,, and 
marched off, one of them remarking, ‘‘Me no 
Melican man, damo.” 

At this precinct a person by the name of Tom 
Bell, who is the keeper of one of the vilest 
dens in Cheyenne, endeavored, early in the 
afternoon, to make a little disturbance.

Ticket-peddiers forgot their cunning 
and discussed beer and elections in the good old 
times, when rows of frequent occurrence en- 
livened the day. Policemen yawned and 
stretched. At the Fourth District only eleven 
votes were cast in two hours. From 12:30 until 
2 o’clock the judges snoozed and the police 
leaned like statues against the wall. The beer- 
saloon was open. Beer-saloons were open all 
over the ward. 

We have no orders to close them,” said 
policemen to a Tann reporter. Ihe Mayor 
notified them to close.

The policemen were right. They had no 
orders, or, if they bad any, the orders were to 
let the beer-saloons alone.

The Second District was located back of 
Koening’s saloon, on Sedgwick street. At this 
point a large crowd had assembled. In the 
crowd were a number of roughs.

There was some 
pushing around, and considerable talk. Still 
everything was good natured.

Meo with 
soft hats and without shirt-collars came from 
all directions. They carried their breeches 
pockets full of hands. The barroom teemed 
with them, and beer flowed like water. Every 
five minutes there was a surge to the bar. 
Somebody was spending money liberally. At 
3:30 a dangerous mob bad assembled in the rear 
of the room. Every man in it was a loafer or 
apprenticed to become one. There was a lull 
in the roar of conversation. Then came 


tbe blow. A man ina blue flannel shirt struck 


a man with an embroidered shirt front. Then 
every man hit his neighbor. Chairs twinkled 
fora moment in the air. Then they descended 
on heads. One of. them descended on a pair of 
shoulder blades. The shoulder blades are a 
part of the assets of a Inu reporter. To-day 
they are stiffer than new curreney. Sixty men 
were fighting brutally. The landlord tried to 
clear the room. Beer-mugs fell like meteors. It 
was a very successful fight. Blood flew in pro- 
fusion. There was a great deal of hair wasted. 
Very dirty paper collars, like the evening pa- 
pers, bad a limited circulation. 

The police came in at the side door and 
fought iato the centre of the crowd. Four po- 
lucemen seized four men. Each of the four 
men had four more men clinging to him. The 
whole mass surged out into the street where 

TBE FIGHT WAS RENEWED. 

One of the loafers was down and adozen were 
trampling on him. The policemen drew their 
Ciubs, and there arose a cracking noise, mingled 
with the voice of lamentation. The four men 
seized by the police were dragged to the oppo- 
site side of the stroet, and the crowd kept at 
bay. Then the four men were released. 

There were no arrests. 

It we leave here to lock aman up,“ said a 
policeman, “‘ the crowd would tear the building

The four men who were released slunk off to 
the Second District. There they found friends. 
Before their arrival the children had been play- 
ing around the corner. Twenty or thirty men 
detached themselves from the Third District and 
followed the fourtotbe Second.

In the crowd was a man called Nate Lynch. 
He got drunk early in the morning, During the 
day he was the butt of the crowd. When the 
gang arrived from the Third, the police saw 
trouble ahead, and fearing that he might par- 
ticipate in it, they bounced Lynch.

A ROW WAS IMMINENT. 

There bad already been three rushes on the 
saloon. The first was at 3:45, the second at 4. 
aod the third at 4:15. They were made with 
mathematical precision as to time. In these 
three melees, chairs, noses, beer-glasses, and 
teeth had been broken. The police had been 
busy. So had their clubs. Three times the 
bar-room had been cleared, and at last cvery- 
thing was quiet and the children had come back 
to play.

When the crowd came from the Third it was 
evident that a greater trouble was brewing. One 
of the crowd was named Bettig.

It raged and swaved 
between the two Districts. Between 3:30 and 7 
o'clock there were six free fights and seven 
duels.

EIGHTEENTH WARD. 

In the Eighteenth (consolidated old Nine 
teenth and Twentieth) Ward the election passed 
off more quietly than almost ever before known, 
vet in the Hatch House district the bummer- 
mob asserted itself in its vilest and lowest phase, 
and was only checked by the overpowering 
effort of the respectable voters in attendance, 
who were determined to hold the polls 
at al hazards. .There were but two

Last year tne Corco- 
ran gaug controlled this, and held the polls, and 
stuffed indiscriminately at the corner of Michi- 
gan and Dearborn streets, in Ald. Jonas’ office, 
where every facility was given them to count in 
fraudulent votes, and for which some of the 

ng have been indicted and will be tried in 

ollet next June. The polis yesterday were at 
Nos. 47 and 49 North Wells street, nearer 
the Hatch House, 80 as to favor the 
gang. Fortunately, the citizens were alert, 
and nad succeeded in obtaining good judges, 
who acted fairly and honorably. Besides these, 
there was a large baliot-box guard in attend- 
ance, which included such men as Gen. Chet- 
lain, W. M. Kirk, H. J. 1 Barrett, 
H. C. Corbin, Gregory Adams, . Wadsworth, 
E. C. Larned, W. G. Goodrich, and some thirty 
others, who were determined to see a fair ballot 
or know the reason why. Despite all ther 
efforts, however, Mike Corcoran, Johnny Craw- 
ford, Henry J. Sexton, Tim Casey, Jim O’Brien, 
Hank O'Callaghan, aud others of like 
ilk, and a crowd of other bummers 
somewhat more odoriferous, made their 
appearance at an early hour. Daylight kept 
them in check. Twice a wagon-load of repeaters 
appeared and stopped, and was just as often diiv- 
en away, a mounted aid each time in rapid par- 
suit, and finally the cargo crossed the Wells street 
bridge to the South Side. Last fall in this. pre- 
cinct over 800 votes were polled,—or as least so 
reported,—with but 32 for Huck. The district 
is made up largely of warehouses and factories, 
and, as a consequence, has not over 350 legal 
voters residing within it, at the most, which 
yesterday proved. P 

: IN THE MORNING 

Mine Corcoran brought a posse of ten dirty- 
shirts tothe polis. Their votes were chal- 
lenged. Mike would swear to his proteges, and 
his proteges would swear to their right of vot- 
ing. Accordingly, Notary W. G. Goodrich, a 
gentleman peculiarly qualified for the work, took 
a desk in the adjoining plumber-shop and com- 
menced to swear the uld-be voters.

ANOTHER FRAUD. 

During the afternoon Mike Corcoran brought 
a very dirty looking bummer to the polls to vote. 
He was immediately chalienged, and Mike, 
having him already cocked and primed, told 
him to go and swear in his vote. 
Accordingly, Mr. Goodrich was again 
brought into use. He swore the man, who gave 
his name as James Campbell. and as residing at 
243 North Water street, and Mike swore posi- 
tively to his residence and his having lived in 
the ward any number of yeara, and further vol- 
unteered the statement that he owned property 
in the ward, which property probably consisted 
of the real estate upon his person, of which 
there was a remarkably large share. A mes- 
senger, after Campbell had voted, found out 
that he did not live where he was sworn 
to, and that somebody haa perjured themselves. 
A few minutes later a certain legal gentleman 
drew up acertain paper in which were certain 
names and which charged certain men with cer- 
tain crimes, which will be brought before the 
Grand Jury to-day or to-morrow, and witb the 
same will be accompanied a list of witnesses. 

AND YET ANOTHER PAIR. 

About 6 o'clock Jim O’Brien, « dirty, loath- 
mouthed scalawag, who dispenses bad whisky 
at 111 North Water street, espied two dirtior 
creatures than himself. vagrants by 
nature and bummers by profession, leaning 
against the fence bard by the lls. Their 
names gre Joseph Skerritt and Joseph Ledy.

All of which facts were 
told a TRIBUNE reporter by a young man who 
overheard the conversation, and who can be 

roduced to prove it. However, Skerritt and 

sedy were brought to the polls to vote, and 
both were very promptiy challenged. Jim 
O’Brien, Hank O'Callaghan, and Mike Corcoran 
were coaching the psir. ‘‘Shware em!” 
shouted Jim. Shware em!” Mr. Goodrich at 
once again assumed his post of duty, and Ledy 
was bronght to the rack toswear.

And now to the Fifth District, 115 North Wells 
street.

Disagreement Between Doctors---Snicide 
of a Famous Private-School 
Mistress, 


Curious Cases Not Before the Courts. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicaco Tribune. 

Boston, April 13.—The singular circum- 
stances attending the death of several Boston 
people, whose decease of itself would be suffi- 
cient to create comment, have caused no little 
excitement within the past fortnight. First, 
one of our old merchants, who had deen for 
thirteen years a Director of public institutions 
and a prominent member of the City Council, 
walked out of the house at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, and not long after was found, face- 
downward, in a pool of water bardly 12 inches 
deep. Then a promising young physician, who 
was visiting a patient on the upper floor of 
a family hotel, was found on the pavement 
below, with his skull fractured, and died soon 
after. A day or two afterwards, a lady who had 
made a family-school famous the world over, 
deliberately drowned herself; and yesterday it 
was known that an old Bank-President had 
taken hie own life. These remarkable ocour- 
renoes all have interesting tales connected with 
them, Which, if it were anywhere else than in 
Boston, would arouse an intense feeling. 

DR. ALFRED I. HASHENS, 

the Superintendent of the Boston Dispensary, 
and visiting physician at several hospitals, was 
found in the basement ef the Hotel Huntington, 
with his skull fractured, foot bruised, toes 
broken, apd shoulder dislocated. He lived an 
hour anda half. His umbrella, found on the 
upper story, showed that he had gone up to the 
top of the building, where it was known that he 
bad a patient. The balustrades were unusual! 
high, and it was not easy to see how he co 
have fallen over. Dr. Haskins was a machinist 
who had energetically worked his way through 
Amherst College, and then through 
the Harvard Medical College, and had 
spent three years in Europe studying 
his chosen profession,—all the while supporting 
a widowed mother. A jury was summoned by 
Dr. A. W. K. Newton, —a Coroner whose appoint- 
ment was an outrage on every respectable physi- 
cian if the city. Under his directions, they 
brought iu a verdict of suicide. The verdict 
having been rendered, this model Coroner began 
talkiug over the facts in the case, which he had 
taken care not to put in evidence. He said that 
he had heard that two men were seen to leave 
the building immediately after the occurrence, 
and who had not been recognized; also, that the 
umbrella of the uofortunate man had been 
found, vot near the railing, but, smashed 
up, on the landing away from where patient 
lived, aud in a place in which no possible reason- 
ing could account for its having been put b 
him. He then went on wt tell, with 
close attention to detail, how Dr. Wigglesworth 
had accused Dr. Haskins of carelessness and 
incompetency in connection with the Dispensary. 

Dr. Edward Wigglesworth, it should be un- 
derstood, is one of the wealthiest physicians in 
Boston,—a man who has never practiced his 
prefession for the purpose of getting a living. 
After a long residence abroad, he returned to 
his ancestral home on Deacon street, and offered 
a free dispeosary for skin diseases alone,—the 
only institution of the kind in the country. He 
soon became rec? as one of the abiest of 
specialists, and now is one of the lecturers to 
the Harvard Medical College,—bis subject being 
Syphilis.“ He is a man of fine stature and 
great strength. 

Coroner Newton then went on to tell two 
physicians and a reporter there present—and 
the story was not entirely new to any of them— 
how Dr. Haskins promptly visited Dr. Wiggles- 
worth to ask about the stories which he had 
understood be had told. Dr. Wigglesworth 
broke out with— 

* ¥OU WRETCHED PLEBEIAN, 

what business have you to come and speak to 
me ?”—and, without further 8 knocked 
the visitor down, and proceeded to ‘‘sweep up 
the office-floor with him.” r. Haskins was 
of course taken by surprise, aud, having 
no physical courage at all, could only 
réceive as a non-resistant whatever treatment 
Dr. Wigglesworth offered. Naturally be lost 
caste for not resenting the injury ; and his as- 
sociates—not realizing, as he did, that be would 
be at the greatest possible disadvantage in any 
controversy with a man like Dr. Wiggziesworth— 
gave bim tbe cold shoulder. Ibis preyed 
on his mind, made bi nervous and 
abstracted, and, as they sail was undoutt- 
edly the cause of his mental aberration which 
prompted self-destruction by such a singular 
means. 

DID DR. NEWTON SUMMON DR. WIGGLESWORTS ? 
Certainly not. He never laid the facts before 
the jury at all. A reporter—tall, stout, and 
bold—called en the bellicose pbysician, and 
asked bim if this report wae true. He 
replied in the quietest manner; that There 
was nothing of any interest to the public in his 
relations with Dr. Haskins.” He refused either 
to deny, confirm, or explain this report: and 
there the matter has ended. Dr. Haskius’ 
friends, too, bave contented themselves with a 
few obitaary notices contributed to the daily 
papers, and the world moves on. 

Such an oceurrence as this it was undoubted- 
ly that led the public and the press to say 
„ tuicide at once when

The selection of Richard Wagner as composer 
of the inauguration march for the Centennial at 
Philadelphia was the best that could be made. 
if Americans were chosen to write the cantata, 
it seemed entirely proper thatthe march for a 
celebration which belongs not to this country 
alone, but to the whole world, should come 
from the pen of a foreigner. And as to the 
quality of the music which bag, thus been ob- 
tained there is likely to be difference of 
opinion. : 

Immediately on wg vee! the appointment of 
musical director, Mr. lors Thomas urged 
upon the Centennial Commission the selection of 
two Americans to furnish respectively the words 
and the music for the Festival Cantata. For 
the musica! part of the work he named several

choice fell upon Mr. Sidvey Lanier, of Georgia, 
as poet, and Mr. Dudley Buck, of Connecticut, 
as composer, and what they have accomplished 
is before the public. National claims thus sat- 
isfied, Mr. Thomas sought to recognize appro- 
riately the international character of the cele. 
bration by obtaini an important orchestral 
work from the most eminent living composer of 
the world. He wrote to Richard Wagner, and,

at all unreasonable, considering the actual mar- 
ket value of everythiag to which he sete his 
name, and the enormous profite realized by very 
inferior composers. Verdi, for example, re- 
ceived nearly $100,000 from the publisher of bis 
„Requiem.“ The public-spirited Women's Cen- 
tennial Committees of New York, Philadelphia, 
and Cincinuati guaranteed the ired amount; 
the answer was sent to Herr Wagner by tele- 
graph; and the March, having arrived last 
week, is now in the bands of the copyiste. 
It has cost me t exertion,” writes the 
composer to Mr. omas. to get the score 
ready in time, as I was obliged to go to Vienna 
and Berlio, and, as you may judge from the 
motto I nave placed upon the title-page, I have 
made of it an earnest and sincere labor. i have 
given my friends to understand that, in some of 
the more delicate portions of the composition, I 
figure to myself the beautiful and vivacious 
women of America in their festival attire.”

THE GENERAL OUTLOOK. 

Totzpo, O., April18.—The Toledo Blade gub- 
lishes this afternoon comprehensive crop re- 
porte from over two hundred points in Ohio, 
Michigan, Indiana, and Ulinow.

CITY CERTIFICATES. 


The Question of Their Legality Sub- 
mitted to Judge McAllister on 
an Agreed Case. 


A Mandamus Asked by the Board of 
Public Works on Comptroller 
Hayes to Pay a Bill 
of G2, 000. 

Arguments for the Oomplainants by W. 0 
Goudy and Judge Morse. 


Obadiah Jackson, Frank Adams, and 
S. 8. Hayes Reply for the 
Respondent. 


The question as to the validity of the certifi- 
cates of indebtedness has been agitated from 
time to time, and the doubt as to their legality 
has grown so strong that it has been deemed 
necessary to have the question determined by a 
court, so that, if legal, public confidence may be 
restored, and if illegal, thet the city might be 


warned in time, so as to resort to other methods 


for raising money. A petition for mandamus 
was therefore filed yesterday morning by Mosers. 
Prindiville, Wahl, and Thompson; constituting 
the Board of Public Works, against 8. 8. Hayes, 
the City Comptroller, to compel him to pay cer- 
tain certificates of indebtedness. This raised 
the ‘ 
LEGALITY OF THE ISSUE, 
and as the facts were admitted, the questions of 
law were only raised. When Court had been 
formally opened, Judge Rogers stated that the 
Supreme Court had decided that the Judges 
could not sit in bane and render a decision. 
As the present case was a common law case it 
would haraly be proper for the Chief Justice, 
Farwell, to preside, and it had therefore been 
agreed that Judge McAllister should be desig- 
nated as the Judge before whom the questions 
should formally be argued, the others simply 
acting as advisers. 
MR. GOUDY, 

on behalf of the Board of Public Works, the pe- 
titioners, first read the petition, which set out 
that the city was, in the spring of 
1875, incorporated under the act known as 
the act of 1872, and is now governed by that act 
and ali other acts not inconsistent therewith. 
Under this charter complainants comprise au 
‘executive department having superintendence, 
among other things, of public streets. There is 
another department cailed the Treasury De- 
partment, embracing the City Treasurer, City 
Comptroller, City Clerk, and City Collector, 
having ch of the city finances. The Comp- 
troller also power to examine all accounts, 
claims, and demands for or against the city, 
and sign all warrants drawn on the Treasurer. 


Before the new charter the fiscal year began on 


the Ist day of April, but since that time it has 
been the Ist day of January. 
THE CITY COUNCIL 

is required by law to pass an Appropriation bill 
withio the first quarter of each fiscal year, in 
which shail be appropriated all sums of money 

for the expenses of the coming year, 
aud the objects of such appropriation shail be 
mentioned in the ordinance, together with the 
amounts for each specific purpose. No farther 
appropriation can be made for such year unless 
the proposition be first submitted to and passed 
on by the legal voters of thecity. nor can toe 
Council, or any department or officer, add to the 
city debt above the amount provided for in the 
annual Appropriation bill of that year. The ag- 
gregate amountof the annual Appropriation bill 
is to be levied on the taxable property of the 
city, and the proceeds are paid into the City 
Treasury. 

On the 30th of June, 1875; the Appropriation 
bili for the fiscal year of 1575 was passed, ap- 
propriating $235,000 for cleaning aud repairing 
atreets, Which, added to the unexpended balance 
on band, made $263,066.22, to be spent by com- 
pilainants. All of this sum was expended before 
the Ist of January last. On the 224 of March 
last the Council passed an appropriation bill for 
the year 1876, giving $168,000 to cleaning and 
repairing streets. This amount has not yet beeu 
collected, but by law it is to be levied:on all tax- 
able property in the city. During March work 
has been done in cleaning and repairing streets 
to a large amount, covered, however, by the last 
Appropriation bill. According to the 

COMMON PRACTICE, 
the complainants have. among others,certified to 
the Comptroller an original pay-roil for such work 
done under M. Ford, as foreman, by men 
employed by eomplainants’ authority to the value 
of $2,068.88, and at the same time requested the 
Comptroller to audit and adjust such claim and 
draw a warrant on the Treasurer for the amount. 
The Comptroller audited the claim, but deciined 
to draw a warrant on the ground that the money 
appropriated by the Appropriation bill for the 
tiscal year of 1876 had not been collected and 
paid into the Treasury ; that there was no unex- 
pended balance to the credit of the street fund, 
and the power of the city to make a temporary 
loan to meet such expenditure in advance of the 
collection of tho taxes 
HAD BEEN QUESTIONED, 

because the aggregate funded debt exceeded 5 
per cent of the vaiue of the taxable property, as 
ascertained by the last assessment. 

The complainants admit that the funded debt 
does exceed and has exceeded 5 per cent of this 
taxable property of the city since 1870; that 
there is no balance in the Treasury that can be 
used, and that the taxes of the present year are 
not yet collected. Dy the acts of 1865 and 1869, 
tbe Mayor and Comptroller might make tempo- 
rary loans for certain purposes, and this per- 
mission was confirmed by an ordinance of the 
Common Council of April 80, 1875. It has al- 
ways been the practice 

TO ANTICIPATE THE TAXES 

for the year by making temporary loans, until 
such taxes were collected, and on the Ist of 
January last such temporary loans amounted to 
$4,641,076.52. There was then due for uncol- 
lected taxes 8,492. 745.52, aud there are yet 
outstanding certificates to the amount of about 
$3,500,000. There is now due for taxes of 
1869, 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873, 1874, and 1876 about 
$8,000,000, most of which depends on the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in pending cases. 

In conclusion, the petitioners allege that it is 
the duty of the Comptroller to 

BORROW THE NECESSARY MONEY 
to provide for the monthly expenses incurred 
for etreet-cleaning, and to draw his warrant for 
the same, and they therefore ask for a writ of 
mandamus to compel him to perform such acts. 

Mr. Goudy then stated that a demurrer had 
been filed to the petition, and it had been agreed 
that the facts should be admitted on both sides. 
He then introduced Judge Morse, who wouid 
make the opening argument. 

COMPTROLLER HAYES. 

Mr. 8. 8. are by the Comptroller, then rose 
and stated that he wished to make a statement. 
There was a very large amount at present owing 
by the city, or would be before the ist of June, 
about $4,600,000. He had experienced some 
difficulty in making the necessary loans, owing 
to the fact that the legality of the evidences of 
inaebtedness had been questioned by the news- 
papers, and also because legal opinions had been 
given adverse totheir legality. No one, how- 
ever, had stepped forward to take steps to have 
the question decided by a Court. He had, there- 
fore, taken on himseif to have the question 
decided before the city went to protest 
He deemed it to be his duty to have the matter 
settled, as there did not appear to be any one 
else ready to begin a per suit. The news- 
papers and others had declined to stop the issue 
of certificates, but had contented themselves 
with writing letters to New York or elsewhere, 
or publishing articles. He had invited any one 
who doub the legality of the certificates to 
give their reasons, and he was glad to see one 
gentleman present who wouid do so, besides the 
counsel. 

JUDGE M’ALLISTER 
hoped the case was a real one, as he did not 
wish to hear a fictitious argument. 

Mr. Hayes assured him that the present suit 


was begun in good faith, only the facts had been 


agreed on. 

Mr. Adams, who appeared on behalf of the 
Comptroller, said that the facts were admitted, 
and be had thought it proper to file a demurrer, 
as that formally admitted the facts. The news- 
papers had attacked the power of the city to 
issue such certificates, but nobody came forward 
to stop the iseue, and the credit of the city had 
been going down all the time. It was very im- 
portant to know whether the city bad such 

wert. both to the city itself and to the bona 

de bolders of such certificates, who had ad- 
vanced their money or services to the city. 
_ JUDGE MORSE 
then opened his argument. There were two 
main questions raised in the present case : 

First, are the municipal obligations of the City 
of Chicago known as city certificates forbidden

Beoond., are those oertifca “ en by the 


act for the incorporation of cities and villages, 
approved April 10, 1872, uoder which the City of 
Chicago voted to be reorganized on the 22d of 
April, 1875? 

The issue of certificates for temporary loans 
was clearly authorized by tho charter of 1855. 
aud by another charter of 1869. The form of 
tho certificates was immaterial, if they were for 
the kind of loans authorized by law. Such a 
power was necessary for the preservation of its 
corporate life, and indispensable for the admin- 
istration of its corporate government, and even 
had it not been expressly given it would have 
been implied. Was that power then taken away 
by the 12th section of the 9th articleof the Con- 
stitution of 1870? That Constitution 

DID NOT FORBID 
municipal corporations from doing anything 
they could do before. It was solely addressed 
to the General Assembly, and enjoined on it not 
to allow municipalities to run into debt except 
to a certain extent. The law of 1872, passed in 
acoordapce with this probibitory clause, contain- 
ing a restriction on power of municipal cor- 
porations to create debt, expressly continued in 
force all previous e acts not ineonsistent 
with its provisions. The acts of 1865 and 1869, 
passed prior to the Constitution of 1870, and 
conferring the power to make temporary loans, 
were not inconsistent with the provisions of the 
new law, and were therefore still in foros. It 
was well settled that change in the form of gov- 
ernment did not abrogate pre-existing laws. 
WHAT KIND OF DEBTS 
then were prohibited? Only such obligations as 
were so eminently mischievous, aud represent- 
ing such irresistible temptations to municipal ex- 
travagances as to requirea constitutional restric- 
tion on the powerand the opportuhity to con- 
tract them. Buch were debts to aid the building 
of railroads, debts for bridges, water-works, 
colleges, academies, and parke, Those were the 
kinds of indebtedness cities were enjoined from 
contracting. The mischief of such debts lay, 
not ip the amounts or character of the projecte, 
but because they were foreign to the purposes 
for which. the corporations were created, which 
was not the case in the present instance. It was 
only the purpos® of the Constitution to forbid 
municipal corporations from mourring debts 
which were to run for a long time, such as were 
known as 
FUNDED DEBTS. 

If anv other construction should be permitted, 
the prohibition would amount to a law impair- 
ing the validity of contracts. Exigencies would 
always arise at one time or another when a city 
wonld be compelled to borrow money for run- 
ning expenses. To insist that no debt whatever 
— be incurred beyond the 5 per cent, would 
make it necessary that a city would have to stop 
all work, and would remand men to their natural 
state. It must, therefore, be concluded that 
such a construction was not intended, but that 
it- was only purposed to = such wuis- 
chievous and permanent debts as had been 
already mentioned, and that such temporary 
debts as those for cleaning or repairing streets, 


or carrying on the ordinary course of business 


and government, were both proper and legal. 

At the conclusion of Judge Morse’s argdment 

@ recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 

MR. FRANK ADAMS, 

acting Corporation Counsel, appeared for Mr. 
Hayes, and in the afternoon opened his argu- 
ment. He said his position was somewhat 
peculiar, as he was not an advocate on either 
side. The petitioners asked Mr. Hayes to draw 
his warrant for the payment of a debt, but the 
latter had deemed it best, notwithstanding bis 
own opinion, in deference to the opinion of the 
public, the press. and a large number of lawyers, 
to refuse to draw the warrant. 

The only question was whether: the city had 
the power to anticipate the appropriations made 
by the Common Council which that body had 
the power to make until the collection of the 
appropriation could be made. That question 
was of great importance, but he did not p 
to give any opinion. His friend Obadiah Jack- 
son, a large property-holder, had given an 
opinion which was undoubtedly sincere. Mr. 
Adams then proceeded to read the opinion of 
Mr. Jackson, given in February last to J. H. 
Hammond, President of the City Savings Bank, 
and published at the time in full in Tur 'TrRisune 

MR. OBADIAH JACKSON 
followed. He said that, in his opinion, the Con- 
stitution was quite plain in requiring that a 
municipal debt should be limited to 5 per cent. 
If the money wae in the Treasury, there was no 
objection to issuing certificates. The certificate 
was nothing but a promissory note,—what was 
it buta debt? The Comptroller would prob- 
ably admit that the certifioates were not to pay 
any particular person, but to be sold in the New 
York market. If the certificates were based on 
a necessity simply, they should state what thoy 
were issued for. They should be founded on a 
certain specific appropriation. The city was pay- 
ing interest on the certificates, but re- 
ceived none from uncollected tax- 
es, aud u was gradually running 
behind. The courts should interfere to compel 
the municipal officers to keep within the limits 
of the appropriation. It was in their power to 
put a stop to such practices. There were three 
classes of men hanging around the City-Hall,— 
‘* dead-beats,” who slept where night overtook 
them, contractors fighting for fat jobs, and 
speculators min real estate who were continually 
bowling for improvements on their property. 
Such persons should be got rid of as soon as 
possbible for the good of the community, and 
the sooner the better. 
MR. HAYES 

then made another statement, in which 
be attacked the course of the  news- 
papers quite sharply. He considered 
brmself a Trustee, having no interest 
except the proper administration of the finances 
of the city. He did not wish anything contrary 
to law, and would not sign a warrant, if it were 
not legal, in any case. The sensational news- 
papers had been clamoring against the He vere 
of the certificates, while he was in New York 
trying to raise money, but no one bad applied 
for an injunction.

Ihe practice of impersonal journalism prevailed 
do that no responsibility could be found. He 
bad therefore deemed it necessary to appeal to 
Court for an unbiased decision according to law. 
A(ter a further diatribe against newspapers, Mr. 
Hayes said he would submit, the question to 
the Judge, confident that it would be decided on 
its real merits. 

THE CLOSING ARGUMENT 

for the petitioners was made by Mr. W. C. 
Goudy. In his opinion there was but a 
single question presented, and that was as 
to whether the Comptroiler, with the 
sanction of the Mayor and Common 
Council, had the power to borrow money to pay 
euch claims as those set out in the petition, that 
was for etreet-labor for the month of March last. 
The pay-roll bad been sent to the Comptroller, 
the claim allowed, but the Comptroller had re- 
fused to issue his warrant on the Treasury for 
the amount. Ithad been admitted that the 
Comptroller ought to iesue the warrant if he 
had the power to borrow the money. Not every 
hability constituted a debt within the meaning 
of that term and of the Constitution. Every 
obligation resting on a contract which might end 
in an obligation to pay money was in 
one sense a debt, but in another sense it was not 
until the money was due and payable. In one 
sense, the employment of licemen, school- 
teachers, and contractors, to be paid out of the 
Treasury, made a debt, but in the present case it 
was not. The Board of Public Works had pow- 
er toemploy men. The Common Council had 

assed an ordinance for the pay of those men iu 

arch, and they were entitled to it as soon as 
the money was collected, but that did not create 
a debt within the meaning of the Constitution. 

IT WAS NOT INTENDED 
to prevent the Municipal Government from con- 
tracting debte and making loans, except the 
pledging of the city credit on what was known 
as long time loans, to be paid out of taxes to be 
levied in the future. It was intended to inaug- 
urate a practical, not a literal, cash system. 
JACKSON'S REPLY. 

At the close of Mr. Goudy's argument Mr. 
Jackson replied, stating that all the argaments 
so far adduced on the opposite side did not 
change the position he had taken. The point 
was, whether it was proper for the city to en- 
gage persons or procure material to do certain 
things. He did not — that the Oity of 
Chicago could not employ men to do that work, 
bat they must be paid outof money special! 
appropriated for that purpose. They must loo 
to the proper fund and no other for their pay. 

MR. HENRY STRONG, 

who had come in during the afternoon to hear 
the arguments, then made a fewremaris. it 
was a question whether it would be proper for 
the city officers to make an order to pay those 
debts by giving an order or practically making 
an appropriation of the revenue hereafter to be 
collected. Is would be rigbt for the 
proper officer to give an to 
contractors or to any other persons 
carrying on their regular duty on the city on 
revenue hereafter to be collected, and thus ap- 
propriate that portion of the revenue for that 
purpose. None of the authorities, however, 
went to the extent of holding that the city could 
issue a general obligation on which an ordinary 
suit could be maintained or mandamus issued. 
There was a wide difference between an order 
on uncollected revenue and a genera! obligation 
issued by the city on which an action could be 
maintained.
